Editor’s Note: Albert B. Fall, who goes to prison now for having 
accepied a bribe while he was secretary of the interior under Presi- 
dent Harding, has written his own story of his experiences while he 
was in the cabinet. With Fall beginning his prison term, the narra- 
tive has especial timeliness.

T'wo widely divergent proposals for 
operation of the Atlanta public school 
system, a perennial problem of the 
borough government, were advocated 
Tuesday as two bodies of the govern- 
ment sought a solution of the system's 
troubles. 

Council Monday will be asked to 
approve a paper to abolish the pres- 
ent board, to set up a board of trus- 
tees of five, similar to that now oper- 
ating Grady hospital, and to abro- 
gate present’ charter amendments 


making it mandatory on the borough | 


to allocate 26 per cent of all reve- 
nues for operation of the department. 
This measure was approved by the 
finance committee after having been 
referred to it when Councilman 
George B. Lyle, of the 11th ward, 
it several weeks ago. 

The second solution was evolved at 
the meeting of the board of educa- 
tion itself, and among other things 
provides that the present ward repre- 
sentation be maintained, thgt the 26 
per cent mandatory clause be amend- 
ed to 30 per cent, and that the bor- 
ough comptroller be forced to render 
a certified account of the govern- 
ment’s receipts to the board. 

Under the Lyle measure, the mayor 
and the chairman of the schools com- 
mittee of council would be ex-officio 
members of the board of trustees, 
which would be selected by the mayor. 
One member of. the board would be 
two for 
years and two for three years at the 
first naming. At the expiration of 
their first service, all others would 
be elected for three-year’terms.

The German ceabinet adjourned 
shortly before midnight without pro- 
mulgating any of the emergency finan- 
cial decrees it had planned to meet 
the country’s financial exigencies. It 
promised action today. 

Arthur Henderson, : British foreign 
secretary, arrived at Paris and made 
no effort to deny that his visit was 
intended to help in reconciling French 
and German views on the Hoover war 
debt plan. 

The effect of the German situation 
was felt throughout most of the other 
countries of Europe, whefe some 
banks closed and most others refused 
to acecpt German currency. 

All banks in Hungary were ordered 
closed for three days,

of the $100,000,000 eredit to the 
Reichsbank. 

The state department heard from 
Ambassador Edge at Paris yesterday 
that Germany’s situation was much

seemed at hand, there were reports of 
violence from other parts of the coun- 
try. At Neu Koeln fascists attacked 
rival groups on the streets and retreat- 
el to a restaurant after a brawl. Po-

MADRID. July 14.—-(/)—The fu- 
ture of Spain, for the first time in 
eight years, tonight was in the hands 
of a popular assemblr. 

While thousands  thronged 
prado outside the assembly hall, the

publican assembly since 1873, was 
cailed to order this evening. 

The session opened after a colorful

two heroic statues of Ferdinand and 
lanbella,

days of the monarchy. 

Spain's first women deputies were 
cheered loudly as they entered the as- 
sembly hall. 

Six Catholic priests, who are mem- 
hers of the assembly, were present, 
dressed in their robes.

I went to Marion, Ohio, and lived 
at Harding's house through most of 
ithe remainder of the campaign, work- 
ing out of there on speech-making 
trips. 

Harding's invitation to me ‘as 
characteristic, not only as a tribute! 
to me as his friend—he nearly al- 
ways overestimated the abilities of his 
closest friends—but in another way. 
If I may say so without implying the 
harsher shades of the word, and with- 
out meaning -to detract in any way 
Sage his many outstanding qualities, 
Harding was “lazy! He would never 
do a single thing he could get some 
one else to do, which is said to be 
the mark of a good executive. 

He was an editor. He'wanted the 
rest of us to go out like reporters, 
get whatever he wanted, bring it in 
and Jay it on his desk completed— 
and then he would “edit” it. 

Confronted with a problem, he did 
not tackle it immediately. Instead, 
he decided whom he would ask to 
solve it for him. Shortly he would 
have organized his friends into a crew,

He wanted me in Marion to help 
him “through some of the anxious

“CALLAWAY URGES 


» Fifty Per Cent Consump- 
tion Increase Held Nec- 
essary To Prevent 
Losses. 


Unless there is a substantial in- 
crease in domestic consumption of cot- 
ton this year at present prices, cot- 
ton growers face the prospect of los- 
ing more than $600,000,000 on the 
crop, Cason J. Callaway, of LaGrange, 
president of the American Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Association, told mem- | 
bers of the Atlanta Rotary Club at. 
their luncheon meeting Tuesday. ) 

Mr. Callaway urged a 50 per cent, 
increase in American consumption as 
the only means of caring for the sur- | 
plus crop, which he estimated at 3,-| 
000 O00 bales carry-over this year. | 
The average American consumption, 
the speaker said, during the last 10 
years has been 6,000,000 bales, and 
while foreign consumption has been} 
steady ohly 45.7 per cent of the cot-| 
ion grown in America is used in this 
country. 

“The world has come to look upon 
cotton,” the speaker said, “as a low- 
grade article. I would like to see cot-. 
ton manufacturers take so much pride 
in their produce that they would at- 
tach labels to it proclaiming it ‘100

In a resolution demanding changes 
of rules to eliminate periodic absences 
from the city of the school head, sev- 
en members frowned on the policy of 
electing a superintendent for a spe- 
cific term and asked that this be 
changed. 

Sutton and other executives of the 
school department were elected 
cently for three-year terms. The su- 
perintendent recently retired after a 
year’s service as president of the Na- 
tional Hduecation Axsociation. 


Inasmuch as the proposal contem- 


plates a change in the rules, the paper 
was referred to the rules committee 
automatically as no rule can be al- 
tered without “lying on the table” for 
a month.

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Germany Must First Aid Self 
Say Observers in Washingto

WASHINGTON, July 14.—In 
Washington the conviction is held 
that there is willingness on the part 
of all the great banking institutions 
in the world to do everything neces- 
sary to be done from the outside to 
enable the German financial situation 
to be stabilized. 

It is equally the conviction that 
what can be done from the outside 
must be accompanied or preceded or 
supplemented by steps which can only 

taken by the German government 
and German financial leaders. Latest 
information is that these steps are 
being taken satisfactorily. ‘The lim- 
itation upon the sending of capital 
out of Germany is precisely what was) 
deemed essential as the first step. 

The temporary closing of banks, 
while no doubt helpful, was not one 
of the steps regarded as essential 
to accompanv help from the outside. 


To take such steps calls for cour- 
the German government.

To Prevent Bolshevist Rule

He resided here for 20 years, 
during which time he became promi- 
nently recognized as a religious and 
civic worker. He died Sunday night 
at a local hospital following an attack 
of acute appendicitis and peritonitis. 

At the time of his death Mr, Miller 
was serving as grand secretary of the 
grand chapter, Royal Arch Masons of 
Georgia, with headquarters in Macon. 
heaving resigned from the superintend- 
ency of the Waycross public schools 
in 1929 to accept the Masonic office. 

He was the first Georgia Mason to 
attain the unique honor of having 
filled the four highest offices in Geor- 
gia Masonry. He was elected graud| 
master of the grand lodge of Georgia, 
Free and Accepted Masons, in 1926, 
after having served as grand com- 
mander of the Knights Templars in 
1913: as grand master of the grand 
council in 1918; and as grand high 
priest of the grand chapter in 1919. 

He was also past worthy grand 
patron of the Eastern Star in Geor- 
gia.

MACON, Ga., July 14—()--The 
present European crisis is “ample evi- 
dence that peace through disarmament 
is all bunk, and that our country al- 
ready is dangerously disarmed,” Brig- 
adier General Henry J. Reilly said in 


a telegram read today on the conven- 


tion floor in the annual reunion here 
of veterans of the Rainbow division. 

The telegram was read during the 
morning session, just before the vet- 
erans held a caucus in which they 
selected Los Angeles, Cal.. as the 
1932 convention city, the date to be 
probably the last week in July. since 
the Olympic games begin in Los An- 
geles July 30 next year. 

The message was addressed to Col- 
onel Cooper D. Winn, president of the 
Rainbow association, and was read br 
A. Foy Boone, secretary. It follows: 
_ “Deeply disappointed fuss stirred up 
in newspapers of world by present 
European crisis prevents my having 
the planned pleasure of celebrating 
with my Rainbow comrades. 

“The Eurgpean crisis is ample evi- 
dence that *peace through disarma- 
ment is all bunk, and that our country 
already is dangerously disarmed. 
“Am writing a history of the divi- 
sion and will greatly appreciate rep- 
resentatives of all units upon their 
return home sending me human inter- 
est incidents of all ranks. Want plen- 
ty dope from medical, signal, supply 
and headquarters units, without whose 
help infantry, machine gunners and 
artillery would have been helpless.”
